2. ADMISSION OE VIETNAM AND DJIBOUTI- 

IN GA STATEMENTS WELCOMING ADMISSION OE VIETNAM 
AND DJIBOUTI TO UN MEMBERSHIP, 1 1 SPEAKERS CHARGED THAT 
THE US BORE PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE ECONOMIC RECON- 
STRUCTION OE VIETNAM, BUT ONLY CUBA, ALBANIA, PRC AND LAO 
PEOPLE'S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC ATTACKED US IN POLEMICAL 
STYLE. CUBA EXCORIATED THE US IN THE MOST POLEMICAL 
SPEECH OF THE DAY. DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER AND EOREIGN 
MINISTER OE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OE VIETNAM TRINH, IN 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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HIS STATEMENT, REVIEWED VIETNAM'S HISTORY AND CURRENT 
EOREIGN POLICY AND THANKED COUNTRIES, ORGANIZATIONS AND 
ERIENDS WHO HAD CALLED ON US TO CONTRIBUTE TO HEALING 
WOUNDS OF WAR. STATEMENTS BY TRINH AND SRV'S ALLIES IN 
GA INDICATE SRV WILL BE USING UN FORA TO PRESSURE US FOR 
CONTRIBUTION TO "HEAL WOUNDS OF WAR" AND THAT WE CAN 
EXPECT ADDED HEAT EROM THAT QUARTER ON SUCH ISSUES AS 
GUAM AND PUERTO RICO. TRINH'S SPEECH, HOWEVER, DID NOT 
APPEAR UNDULY "CONTROVERSIAL" AS SRV STATEMENTS GO. REMARKS 
IN STATEMENTS WELCOMING DJIBOUTI WERE RELATIVELY 
PLATITUDINOUS. DJIBOUTI PRESIDENT HASSA GOULED DE- 
LIVERED MARATHON ADDRESS EILLED WITH RELIGIOUS AND 
PHILOSOPHICAL ALLUSIONS. (LIMITED OEFICIAL USE-

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3. RHODESIA- 

AMBS YOUG AND RICHARD (UK) MET WITH POREIGN MIN- 
ISTERS MKAPA, MWALE AND MOGWE AND UN AMBASSADORS FROM THE 
PRONTLINE STATES AND NIGERIA ON UK' US RHODESIA PROPOSAL, 
EMPHASIZING ROLE THE FRONLINE PRESIDENTS HAD PLAYED IN 
PORMULATING THE PROPOSAL. YOUNG STATED IT WAS IMPORTANT 
TO MOVE AHEAD WITH THE FIRST PHASE OF THE PROPOSAL WHICH 
INVOLVED GOING TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO GET AUTHORITY 
POR THE SYG TO APPOINT A UN REPRESENTATIVE TO ACCOMPANY 
RESIDENT COMMISSIONER DESIGNATE CARVER TO TALKS WITH 
OPPOSING MILITARY COMMANDERS CONCERNING THE PRACTICAL 
MECHANICS OF A CEASEFIRE. HE SAID BOTH SMITH AND THE

AMB YOUNG BRIEEED ROMANIAN PERM REP DATCU ON USAJK

A UN SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE TO PARTICPATE IN THE RHODESIA 
NEGOTIATIONS. DATCU SAID ROMANIA WAS PREPARED TO SUPPORT

USUN IS ATTEMPTING AND BELIEVES IT WILL SUCCEED IN

SERVICES) BY THE ' ERIENDS OF THE CHAIRMAN " OE THE COMMITTEE 
ON UN RESTRUCTURING UNTIL SPET. 26 IN ORDER TO GET A 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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READ-OUT ON THE ERENCH REACTION TO THE US PROPOSAL. WITH- 
OUT A SATISEACTORY SOLUTION TO SECTION 8 THERE IS ALMOST

AERICAN DELEGATES AND INTERESTED ASIANS EOR IN-DEPTH DIS- 
CUSSIONS OF THE PROPOSAL. MANY PELT THE IDEA IS UNDERGOING 
A PROCESS OP MATURING AND THAT IT SHOULD NOT BE HURRIED 
ALONG. THE SOVIETS HAVE TAKEN THE SAME LINE WITH OTHER
